On Saturday, Sept. 17, a com- 
bined research team of doctors 
from John Hopkins University 
of medicine, and University of

Johnnie B. Smith of Elba, is a 
patient of Anthony P. Nicholas, 
MD, PHD, of UAB. Johnnie B. 
has a neurological disorder: 
spinocerebellar Ataxia. It is an 
inherited genetic :neurological 
disorder. 

When Dr. Nicholas found out 
that numerous family members 
had symptoms to his patient, 
Johnnie B., he contacted the 
John Hopkins research center to 
see if they were interested in 
doing research on the disorder,

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found City of Elba electric crews working to replace a light pole near the intersection of Claxton Avenue 
and Simmons Street. While the reason for the replacement was not immediately evident, a little research 
revealed the light pole was damaged during the early morning hours after being struck by a vehicle in 
which the driver was attempting to eliide police officers. Shortly after midnight Tuesday morning, Oct, 
11; an officer with the Elba Police Department clocked the driver of a small pickup truck traveling at a 
fate of speed above the legal limit coming into Elba on Hwy. 87 near the levee, According to reports, 
the officer was going to attempt to stop the driver for speeding when he tried to elude the officer: Upon 
reaching the intersection of Claxton Ave. and Simmons St., the driver apparently lost control and col- 
lided with the light pole. He then tried to flee on foot; however, officers were able to capture him. 
Officers also found the pickup truck to be reported as stolen. The driver, Richard Scott McConnell, age 
22, of Elba was arrested and charged with receiving stolen property, first; speeding, attempting to elude, 
running a stop sign and driving with.a suspended driver’s license, Following his arrest, McConnell was 
placed in the Coffee County Jail, As officers with the Elba Police Department continue investigating 
this incident, other charges may be filed against the suspect, Above, Elba Police officer John’ Nelson

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The Elba City Council took 
the first step to get back into the 
garbage § pick-up business 
Monday evening. They also let a 
bid to demolish more of the old 
high school and passed a resolu- 


tion for an airport grant applica-

tion. Routine monthly bills were 
approved for payment. 

Request for bids on a garbage 
truck will be going out very 
soon. The council approved the 
action after reviewing the new 
bids to pick up the municipal 
garbage. The city will have to 
act swiftly in order to be ready 
when the ‘existing contract 
expires, but the mayor thinks it 
can be done. 

The garbage pick-up has 
been costing the city (or resi- 
dents) $175,000 per year, plus 
landfill fees. The new bids to 
replace the expiring contract, 
and there were only two bid- 
ders, increased as much ‘ds 
$253,000 per year. 

Mayor James Grimes told 
council members that the City 
of Elba could get back into the 
garbage pick-up for much less 
money, even buying a new 
truck this year. He estimated it 
would cost a total of $200,000 
the first year. Grimes explained 
that a second truck would be 
needed, but could hopefully 
wait a couple of years. He esti- 
mated it would take two addi- 
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tional employees to operate the 
garbage truck, with the street 
department helping out during 
times of sickness, etc.’ The esti- 
mates on annual gasoline costs 
were based on the documented 
expenses of operating the trash 
pick-up trucks, 

Danny's Dozier was low bid- 
der on demolishing the audito- 
rium and the East wing of the 
old Elba High School, The bid 
was $20,000 to tear down the 
decaying facility and dispose of 
the debris. The only. other bid 
was for $80,000. The work 
must be completed by March 
31, 2006. 

A’ resolution. was passed 
authorizing an application in the 
amount of $42,504.00 from the 
State of Alabama Department of 
Transportation, This will be 
used in the Carl Folsom Airport 
upgrade which is underway. The 
2006 part of this ongoing proj- 
ect is expected to. cost 
$1,700,000, with the major por- 
tion coming from federal funds. 
Mayor Grimes said these funds 
will. be used to acquire some 
additional properties, clearing 
and grubbing on - property 
already acquired and for runway 
and taxiway constriction. 

Monthly bills ~ totaling 
$169,420.76 were approved for 
payment. Grimes noted that 
some of this was a $13,441.50 
payment for work onthe down- 
town redevelopment and 


$44,000 was the work on the 
street repairs from damages 
during the sewer repair work 
several years ago.

ELBA TIGERS KEEP PLAYOFF HOPES ALIVE 


The. Elba Tigers kept'their state playoff hopes alive last week with 
a 21-7 win over New Brockton and once again-uséd the big play to 
put enough points on the scoreboard to post the big region win. The 
Tigers’ offense had perhaps its worst performance of the season with 
only 120 yards in total offense, and when one deducts the two 
touchdown passes that figure goes down to only 53 yards of offense 
in nine offensive possessions. On the ground the Tigers ran the foot- 
ball 21 times and were stopped for negative yardage eight times, 
while in the air they attempted 15 passes and completed only seven. 
Despite the lack of offensive production Elba still managed to put 
three touchdowns on the board and proved oncé again it could score 
from anywhere on the field at any given time. It may be exciting 
when it works, but for many Elba fans it creates more than just a lit- 
tle anxiety during the games! Over on defense the Tigers came up 
big in the second half after allowing a late score in the second quar- 
ter and ‘over the final two quarters limited the Gamecocks to only 
three first: downs and 19 yards in total offense. The defense made 
eight tackles for losses and battled hard at the line of scrimmage 
throughout the game. While it is true the Tigers scored 21 points, 
last week the defense once ‘again found out that it too can help 
decide the outcome of football games. 

Perhaps the biggest stat of the gamé that few. people realize was 


that Brandon Kelley averaged 42 yards a punt on seven punts and 


on several occasions turned the field around on the Gamecocks. In 
the first half New Brockton’s offense took the field with the ball at 
its own 21, 16 and 32 yardlines after Kelley punts, while in the sec- 
ond half the Elba senior helped set up an Elba touchdown with a 65- 
yard boot that was downed at the Gamecock 7-yardline. Kelley’s 
punts kept the Gamecocks backed up chroberaus the game, and 
played a huge role in the win.
